DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 2-4,7,10-13 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species drawn to figures 3-6, there 
being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the 
reply filed on 04/19/04. 

An action on the merits now follows. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 12/22/03 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(1 ), which requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office. It has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: Please correct the 
multiple punctuation after "6". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gorsuch 
(USPN 5,980,481). 

Gorsuch discloses a peritoneal system (figs.10-13) comprising a peritoneal 
dialyzer 10 and a sorbent section 24 which is adapted to be worn on the body of a 
patient as shown in figure 14. 

Claims 1,5,6,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Scott 
(USPN 4,765,907) . 

Scott discloses a peritoneal dialysis system comprising a peritoneal dialyzer and 
a sorbent section ( activated charcoal) adapted to be worn by the patient. Scott further 
discloses inlet and outlet tubes 14,18. Scott discloses salt and glucose tanks for 
infusion. 

Claims 1,5-6,8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Roberts et al. ( USPN 5,944,684). 

Roberts et al. Discloses a peritoneal dialysis system comprising a dialyzer and a 
sorbent section such as a REDY cartridge. See column 7-8. Scott clearly states that a 
double lumen/tube can be used in place of catheter 2 to provide for continuous in flow 
and outflow. Figure 2 shows a second reservoir which adds therapeutic agents from 
reservoir 2.
